The medical profession is responsible 
for enlightening the public as to the 
efficacy of this proceeding. 

First the doctors must convince 
themselves that the scheme is useful. 
The armies of Britain, France and 
the United States say it is. Secondls- 
the authorities must be influenced, an 
that is the hardest of all. Thirdly, the 
people themselves must be shown that 
inoculation will do them no harm and 
may protect them from infection. 

The cost of preparation is very low, 
slightly over a penny for the two doses.

Dr. Ostwald Completes Talks on 
Colloids 


APPLICATIONS 


Our Food, Much of Our Cloth- 
ing, and Our Coffee Colloidal 


Dr. Ostwald concluded his series of 
lectures yesterday afternoon by giving 
a further talk on the technical appli- 
cation of Colloids. 

In every day life the application of 
colloids is very great. Wood, which is 
cellulose, is a colloidal substance. 
Cloth also, if it be wool, is a colloid, 
even as the dyes or colors used in co]- 
oring the clothes. The tanning of 
shoes is carried on by the use of col- 
loidal substances. Paper making is 
largely an application of various col- 
loidal reactions. Even the good we 
eat and the coffee we drink contain 
colloid substances. 
| Coloidal chemistry is a very young 
science in the systematic world, and 


jas a result, there are many technical 


processes, depending upon colloids, 
which do not give evidence of this fact 
Consequently it will lat- 


have always depended on colloida]l re- 
actions. 

One colloidal element plays a role in 
nearly all technical processes. This is 
eclloidal graphite, which is used for 
preparing lubricants. Coloidal graphite 
was first prepared by Edison at Nidg- 
ara Falls. 9 6 

Colloidal graphite is a suspensco!d, 
and consequently is acted upon by cer- 
tain agents which spoil it for use. As 
a result it is necesary to prepare a 
00d lubricant, to use some other col- 
loid as a dispersion medium. In this 
way the suspensoid is made stable, so 
that the lubricant becomes efficient 
Graphite is at its best as a lubricant 
when in the coloidal state. It is pos- 
sible that colloidal chemistry will open 
up the “why and wherefore” of a lubri- 
cating effect. ! 

Colloidal metals are used as color- 
ing matter. Many of the precious or 
semi-precious stones contain a colloid, 
presence.

WIRELESS 
IN JAPAN 


Though Indebted to Western 
Systems, the Japanese have 
a System of Their Own. 


ST ETE Se et ee ee 

Japan has taken up the matter of 
wireless communication with the same 
insight and zest that she has done in 
the case of most other facilities per- 
taining to modern progress and achieve- 
ment. So rapid has been the develop- 
ment made by her electricians both :n 
invention and in instalment that “it is 
a question whether in some important 
respects she is not now ahead of more 
pretentious nations.” At least such js 
the opinion of the editor of The Japan 
Magazine. 

Speaking more in detail of Japanese 
progress in the field of wireless, this 
writer Says:— 

The Japanese first began to take a 
serious interest in the possibilities - of; 
wireless telegraphy as early as 1955,| 
when the noted electrician, Dr. Shida, 
set up an apparatus of his own a 
struction on the banks of the Sumida 
River, Tokyo; but his attempts -to! 
send messages across the water by 
means of electric waves were not whol- 
ly successful. After European scien- 
tists began to publish the results of 
their investigations as to the nature of. 
electric waves, the Japanese electricians} 
turned again to the subject, and this: 
time with greater promise of success. | 
Dr. Nagaoka and Dr. Mizuno, of the 
Engineering Department of the Imper- 
ial University, Tokyo, now commenced 
an exhaustive course of investigation 
and experiment, with some very en- 
couraging results. In 1897 Dr. Asano, 
of the electrical section of the Depart- 
ment of Communications, Tokyo, set 
up a wireless telegraphic apparatus on 
the old forts in the Bay of Tokyo, and 
attempted to exchange messages with 
a station erected on the reclaimed land 
at Tsukijima, near the mouth of the 
Sumida River.

Among them, W. Bell Dawson, M.A. . B.Sc.; A; G. Hill and R. A, 
Wilson have brought credit to their Alma Mater. 


W. Bell Dawson, MA. D.Sc, , M. 
Inst. C. E., F. R. S. C. After grad- 
uating from McGill, Dr. Dawson enter- 
ed the famous Ecole des Ponts et 
Chaussees, Paris, whence he graduat- 
ed as first in his class in 1878. He 
spent the next few years in travel, 
and in gaining experience in a great 
variety of works in France and Can- 
ada. He joined the Staff of the Do- 
minion Bridge Co., upon its organiza- 
tion in 1882, in which capacity he had 
charge of the designs of the Cantilever 
Bridge across the “Reversible Falls” at 
St. John ,N.B., one of the first struc- 
tures of its type in Canada. From 
1884 until 1893 Dr. : Dawson was in 
the service of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway._ During this period many of 
the most important structures on the 
eastern lines came under his sup-r- 
vision. He also took part in the me- 
morable arbitration between the Com- 
pany and the Dominion Government 
regarding the construction of the RB. C, 
section, and organized the Company’s 
Testig Department. Since 1893, Dr. 
Dawson has been in charge of the 
Survey of Tides and Currents. The 
rare skill and energy with which he 
has made‘ use of means, sometimes in- 
adequate, in the pursuit of this werk, 
have not oniy enabled him to make 
contributions of the greatest value to 
science, but have also added im- 
mensely to che safety of mariners nav- 
igating Canadian waters.

Naturally the new 
invention became a matter of immense 
importance to the Navy; for all the na 
vies of the world were now installing 
wireless telegraphic apparatus on their 
ships, and Japan could not afford to 
suffer the disadvantage of being left 
behind.

CENTENARY 
OF VERDI 


Writer in American Review 
' of Reviews Says His Uni- 
queness arose from the: 
Phenomenon’ of Contin- 
uous development. . 
Donne 

The love and admiration which his 
people feel for their great composer, 
Giuseppe Verdi—regarded as the great- 
est Italian composer of the nineteenth 
century—was strikingly evidenced Dy 
the extensive celebration in September 
of the centenary of his birth. In Em- 
ilia, his native district, the commemor- 
ation, which bears the character of a 
national festival, lasted for weeks, the 
people flocking to it from far and near. 

Karl Storck,.a German writer, and a 
connoisseur of music, contributes a 
highly appreciative article to the Ii- 
lustrierte Zeitung, on Verdi’s work and 
Significance. Of the composer’s charac- 
ter he says: È 

Born near Parma, in northern Italy, 
Verdi as a child witnessed the vruel- 
ties of the Army of Occupation, and as 
a youth shared the impotent rage of all 
patriots against the oppressive rule of 
the foreigner. But who in those days, 
when Rossini sang his melting songs, 
and Donizetti captivated the world 
with his light, pleasing melodies, 
to 
speak of opera—in the service of revo- 
lutionary, patriotic ideas? Nor did it 
occur to Verdi in the beginning. His 
first opera, Oberto, rich in melody, bear-! 
ing the impress of Bellini’s influence, 
appeared in 1839, and won him such 
public favor that he was commissioned 
to write three operas, at intervals of 
eight months. Shortly afterward he 
suffered the loss of his wife and two 
sons within two months, and in this 
time of grief he wrote, under contract, 
a comedy, Un Giorno di Regno, which 
proved a failure. In his solitude, Ver- 
dis passionate soul made the sorrows 
and longings of his people his own, and 
in that spirit he composed the opera 
Nebucodnosor, which won him in- 
stant fame. And the people understood 
him. He, very differéntly from Ros- 
sini and Donizetti, was for them not 
only a gifted, tuneful singer, but their 
spiritual spokesman and leader— the 
most influential exponent of the politi- 
cal gospel of a united, independent 
Italy. The operas I Lombardi and Er- 
nani are characteristic fruits of this 
early: period. : 

The event of the revolutionary years 
inspired Verdi, too, with an assurance 
of success, thus releasing the artist in 
him from the patriot, and this, added 
to his unioti with the distinguished wo- 
man and artist, Giuseppina Strepponi, 
brought him new life. His first work 
of this time, Luisa Miller (1849), al- 
ready exhibited the artist on a new and 
higher path, and in the short space of 
two years he won three victories which 
brought the whole world to his feet. 
Rigoletto appeared. in 1851, Il Trova- 
tore and La Traviata in the early 
months of 53. The history of the opera 
can show no counterpart to this bril- 
liant series of victories. And it must 
be noted that the three productions are 
fundamentally different, having only 
this in common that they show the ar- 
tist to be an original dramatic nusi- 
cian, whose strength lay, on one hand, 
in the convincing presentation of the 
most varied emotions, and on the >ther, 
in the faculty of uniting highly realis- 
tic dramatic efforts with melodious mu- 
sic. He also produced wonderful en- 
semble effects, valuable both for their 
musical richness and their peculiar dra- 
matic character. From this form of 
expression, peculiar to music alone, 
Verdi up to the close of his career suc- 
ceeded in eliciting unique effects. Take 
as examples the famous quartette in 
the last act of Rigoletto and the quar- 
tette in Otello. Falstaff, wih its glad- 
some, radiant quartete, forms a deli- 
cious counterpart to that tragic story. 

After those three splendid successes, 
Verdi's fame throughout the world was 
established; he continued to develop, 
however, and his advance was most 
triumphantly revealed in Aida, . which 
was produced in 1871 on the oceasion 
of the inauguration of the Suez Canal. 

Those who were always striving to 
detect outside influence.in Verdi's work 
now pointed to Richard Wagner. But 
Verdi, in this as in his preceding crea- 
tions, was thoroughly - himself. He 
learned from Meyerbeer, he learned 
from Wagner, insofar as every artist 
in touch with life learns from other 
creative artists. They stimulated him, 
but nowhere is he an imitator; ‘he 
worked out everything in consonance 
with his own nature, always spurring 
himself on new effort. 

It is precisely this phenomenon of a 
continuous development which, in the 
opinion of the German writer, makes 
Verdi an“almost unique figure in the 
history of art. As a logical conse- 
quence, the close of his career formed 
its crowning point. . : 

The eighty-year-old Verdi surprised 
the world in 1893 with a comic opera. 
His Falstaff is a character-play mark-

That 
it is the creation of an artist advanced 
in years is only shown in the wonder- 
ful delicacy of execution, the care be- 
stowed upon its structure, and the clar- 
ified cheerfulness of his view of life.

Finally, Verdi dropped the pen from 
his still vigorous hand. Full of interest 
to the last in all phases of life, aim- 
self in the enjoyment of a brilliant, 
many-sided existence, of a well-de- 
served leisure, he bequeathed his earn- 
ings to worthy foundations, and depart- 
ed this life the 27th of January, 1901. 
The love of his people, the admiration 
of the world,shone around him like the 
glow of the setting sun at the close of 
a long, teeming summer's day. 

4 : IPALAAN APPRAISAL, 5 

The art and the personality of Verdi 
are well presented by Signor Fradeletto 
in the Lettura (Milan). Of the men- 
tal, or perhaps we might say psychic 
processes involved in the development 
of his musical idéas, the writer says: 

As the born sculptor or painter sees 
in his mind’ eye the picture or statue 
before having set hand to either clay 
model or sketch, or Verdi conceived 
and felt a musical composition in its 
entirety. One day Quintino Sella put 
the rather. frank question to him: In 
composing, do you first think of 
principal motif, then arrange the ac- 
companiments, and finally determine 
upon the instruments to be used in the 
music—fiute, violin, etc.? No, no! 
quickly responded the master. “My 
thought stands before me as a unity; 
above all, I feel whether the note should 
be given by flute or violin. The only 
difficulty is.in writing down rapidly 
enough as completely as it presents 

to me.” 

MT there are esthetic forms and 
manifestations which, primarily at 
least, appeal only to an esoteric cir- 
cle and constitute an aristocratic en- 
joyment, the exclusive privilege of in- 
tellect and culture, the art of Giu- 
seppe Verdi spoke a language at once 
universally understood and felt. The 
pure sonority of his music conquered 
the most rebellious ears, carried away 
the least responsive souls, and spread 
from the great cities even to the re- 
motest villages by the vehicle of itin- 
erant organ-grinders. Now, an art 
which is able to. reach all and to de- 
light the multitude, bringing consoia- 
tion for troubles and tempering the 
stern pressure -of daily life, deserves a 
tribute superior to that of admiration, 
a tribute of gratitude.

cruel contest. Her husband gains 
the mastery, and at a signal from 
Nero, with cheers from the applaud- 
ing multitude, runs his sword through 
his opponent’s body.. The slaves enter, 
throw a robe over the corpse, and drag 
it off. The grim sight fills the gentle 
girl with complete revulsion, and at 
that moment all her love dies. In 
fear and trembling, she runs home and 
crouches in a corner, afraid of the 
strength which until now she had so 
admired. When Sergius ‘returns he 
tries to make her understand, but she 
cannot forgive him, and in the dead of 
night she escapes from the house and 
wanders away. Sergius sends his 
slaves to seek her, but their quest fails, 
and Sergius decides to search for her 
himself. 

From here on Paul the Apostle plays 
an important part in the picture, 
bringing Sergius and Floria together 
again, and later Sergius has a dream 
of the girl with the wounded lamb, 
which makes him understand Floria’s

There are many industries which 
are purely application of collvidal 
chemistry. The preparation of artifi- 
cial silk is done by using colloids. 

India rubber is one of the most use- 
ful substances used in the world. Its 
whole nature is coloidal in nature. Col- 
loidal chemical methods are used in 
its preparation and testing rubber. 
Vuleanization is a process made up 
largely of colloidal phenomena. 

The excellent work of Prof. Loydd, 
of McGill, on the ripening of fruit has 
shown the application which aature 
makes of coloidal chemistry in .atur- 
al processes, 

Dr. Wolfgang Ostwald, who has 
been delivering a series ‘ lectures on 
Colloidal Chemistry, wu ler the aus- 
pices of the chemistiy department, 
leaves to-night for Pittsburg, where 
he is to repeat his lectures. Dr. Ost- 
wald is connected with the chemical 
staff of Leipsig University, and is an 
authority on all branches of colloid 
chemistry. 

His father, Prof. Wilhelm Ostwaid, 
is one of the greatest physical chem- 
ists of the present day, and has writ- 
ten many fine text books on theoreti- 
cal chemistry. 

Since coming to America in the early 
fall, Dr. Ostwald has been traevelling 
about between many of the big Am- 
erican Universities, giving these lec- 
tures on Colloids. 

Dr. Ostwald is not a stranger on this 
side of the water, as he spent two 
years doing research at the University 
of California. At that time he was 
spending all of his time on biology. 

Among other duties which fal lon 
him at home is the editing of the 
“Zeitachrigt fur Chemie und Industrie 
der Colloiden.”

Dr. Ostwald Completes Talks on

Dr. Ostwald concluded his series of| 
lectures yesterday afternoon by giving! 
a further talk on the technical appli-| 
cation of Colloids. | 
| In every day life the application of 
colloids is very great. Wood, which is 
cellulose, is a colloidal substance. 
Cloth also, if it be wool, is a colloid, 
| even as the dyes or colors used in col- 
{oring the clothes, The tanning of 
| shoes is carried on by the use of col- 
loidal substances. Paper making § {s 
| largely an application of various col- 
loidal reactions. Even the good we 
eat and the coffee we drink contain 
colloid substances. 

Colloidal chemistry is a very youns 
'science in the systematic world, und 
{as a result, there are many technical 
processes, depending upon colloids, 
| which do not give evidence of this fact 
| at first sight. Consequently It will lat- 
Ler be learned that many old processes 
|; have always depended on colloidal re- 
| actions. 

One colloidal element plays a role in 
nearly all technical processes. ‘This is 
colloidal graphite, which is used for! 
preparing lubricants, Coloidal graphite 
was first prepared by Edison at Nidy- 


und, Ta Falls, 


Colloidal graphite is a suspenscold, 
and consequently is acted upon by cer- 
tain agents which spoil it for use. As 
an result it Is necesary to prepire a 
good lubricant, to use some other col-| 
loid as a dispersion medium. In this} 
way the suspensold is made stable, so; 
that the lubricant becomes efficient} 
Graphite {s at its best as a lubricant 
when in the coloidal state. It is pos- 
sible that colloidal chemistry will open 
up the “why and wherefore” of a lubri- 
cating effect. 

Colloidal metals are used as rolor- 
ing matter, Many of the precious or! 
semi-precious stones contain a colloid, | 
and owe the color to Its presence. | 

It has been learned by the use of the} 
ultra-microscope that the setting of 
cement, beside being a reaction of} 
crystallization, Is made up largely of| 
colloid actions. | 

In pottery there are may interest- 


ing colloid applications. It is necessary 
to use as little water as possible {In} 
making dishes from clay. Colloidal} 


chemical methods allow the governing 
the amount of water reacting with 
the clay. 

The application of colloids to metal- 
lurgy is quite important. Many dis- 
persolds are alike in amount, but are 
very different among themselves on 
account of the difierence in their re-

CORNELL LEADS. 


During the year 1913 Cornell Uni- 
versity received the largest amount of 
money from donations of all the col- 
leges in the country, Cornell received 
over $4,600,000 from individuals, or 
more than twice as much as Harvard, 
who stood next in line in regard to the 
‘size of donations. Harvard received a 
little less than $2,000,000, and Washing- 
ton and Lee followed next with just 
exactly $2,000,000. The list of the ten 
colleges receiving the largest donations 
in order would be as follows: Cornell, 
Harvard, Washington and Lee, M, I.! 
T., Columbia, Yale, Carnegie I. 1.,{ 
University of Chicago, Goucher Col- 
lege and Smith College, The total 
amount of money given to 186 colleges) 
from whom statistics are available is} 
nearly $40,000,000, or about forty cents 
for every individual in the United 
States. The average donations to 
these colleges would amount to about

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PLAYS AND ACTING 


The Senior Play has come to stay. 

Its practicability, its worth and its possibilities in view of what 
has already been done here at McGill, have been displayed. 

Senior Plays have come and gone, but never until this year has 
an amateur production at McGill created so much interest. 

The Senior Play is steadily and unquestionably bending its in- 
fluence to the ultimate formation of a Dramatic Society. The last 
two years especially have witnessed a deepening of interest in the 
actor's art. Never before has the question of forming a club for the 
study of plays as the embodiment of life been so keenly discussed, 
or the moment for its organization been so opportune. 

At Columbia, Yale, Harvard and other centres of learning, 
the dramatic society has lived to occupy a position of no mean im- 
portance. In one or two of these institutions courses in the art of 
play-writing form part of the curriculum. Courses such as these can- 
not dispense with the field for practice offered by the dramatic 
club, 

We are led to believe that, in some instances at least, plays 
which are the outgrowth of such courses, have been staged by the 
local societies. 

Reasonable, it is, should a dramatic club spring into existence 
at McGill, to expect that ere long the Arts’ Faculty will see its way 
clear to the establishment of such a course. The profound interest 
manifested by some members of the department of English litera- 
ture in the Senior Play is sufficient prophecy of the possibility of 
such a course being given. 

This is not to say that the department of English Literature 
does not deal with the drama. It most assuredly does. There are 
many courses which touch various phases in the development of the 
English drama. But we cannotbut feel that these would be ably 
supplemented by a practical course of lectures on the playwrights’ 
technique. 

However, we are looking far ahead. Meanwhile, as a step- 
ping-stone to some such course, We feel that the formation of a club 
for the exposition of the drama and of the laws of dramatic tech- 
nique is quite in order.

JUSTICE AMONG ROOKS. 

There is an Indian proverb which 
Lord Lawrence was fond of quoting, 
“Disputes about land are best set- 
tled on the land,” and when the nest 
of a too self-assertive rook is built 
in a tree in advance of the colony, 
and without ils formal leave, the 
rooks assemble on the disputed tree 
and discuss the matter, like so many 
sanitary inspectors, in all its bear- 
ings, and end by “certifleating” or 
condemning it. “Not guilty, but don’t 
do it again,” seems sometimes to be 
the burden of their verdict, says 
Bosworth Smith in his “Bird Life 
and Bird Lore,” for it does not fol- 
low, even if the young are safely 
reared in the tree licensed for that 
year, that it will be occupied again 
the next. Something, perhaps, may 
have happened in the interim 
which makes the senators determine 
that it is unfit for rook occupation, 
Sometimes, so I have been told by 
one who watched them narrowly in 
early youth, a solitary position far 
from the rookery is assigned as a 
punishment to an obstinate marau- 
der who has committed the unpar- 
donable fault of being found out 
once too often, Social ostracism 
for the breeding season must be a 
severe penalty to a bird so eminent- 
ly sociable as the rook; but, like os- 
tracism at Athens, it seems to he 
carefully divested of all painful 
consequences afterwards; for as 
soon as the young are flown the cul- 
prit is allowed to return to the com- 
munity with all his old rights and 
privileges unimpaired,

India rubber is one of the most use- 
ful substances used in the world. Its 
whole nature is coloidal in nature, Col- 
loidal chemical methods are used in 
its preparation and testing rubber. 
Vuleanization is a process made up 
largely of colloidal phenomena. 

‘The excellent work of Prof. Loydd, 
of McGill, on the ripening of fruit has 
shown the application which nature 
makes of cololdal chemistry In aatur- 
al processes, 

Dr, Wolfgang Ostwald, who has 
been delivering a ecries of lectures on 
Colloidal Chemistry, under the aus- 
pices of the chemistry department, 
leaves to-night for Pittsburg, where 
he is to repeat his lectures. Dr. Ost- 
walki is connected with tha chemical 
staff of Leipsig University, and js an} 
authority on all branches of colloid 
chemistry. 

His father, Prof. Wilhelm Ostwaid, 
is one of the greatest physical chem- 
{sts of the present day, and has writ- 
ten many fine text books on theoreti- 
cal chemistry. 

Since coming to America In the early 
fall, Dr, Ostwald has been tmevolling 
about between many of the big Am- 
erjcan Universities, giving these lec- 
tures on Colloids. 

Dr, Ostwald jis not a stranger on this 
side of the water, as he spent two 
years doing research at the University 
of California.
